You can have that for

Our posting a notice in the 


shop to increase wages if Mr. Bryan 
was elected was such a stunner to che 
gold bugs that it broke their ranks 
here, and of course they had to resort 
to desperate methods in these trying 
times to maintain a gold standard. If 
the enclosed will be of any benefit to 
you, use it—print the whole thing, 
and show them up in their light. 
Since this paper was printed, Juno 
30th, we have increased our business. 
Show this cut of our heating stove to 
any of tho moulders that work in the 
Ohio Stove company's shop aud they 
•will tell yon what kind of a shop we 
run.

The following article, which ap- 


peared in the Newark Daily Advocate's 
Industrial edition of June 30th, 1S9U, 
published before the Chicago conven- 
tion, gives the lie to tho "two-meu- 
and-a-boy" story, and it should be re- 
membftred that the capacity of the 
works has been doubled.

notice that appeared in the Newark

W. Cun- 
ningham, president of the Central City 
Stove works, is an Ohioan by birth 
and a man of sixteen years' experience 
in the manufacture of atcves. He is i 
popular, 
-wide-awake business man,

citizen. The firm will gladly send cir 
culars and catalogues on application.

concerning the matter, forced Mr. Cun 
ningham to issue the following circular 
letter that throws more light oa the 
subject:

Dear Sir:—Replying to your favor o:

promised increase in wages of the Cen 
tral City Stove company's employes 
in case Wm. J. Bryan is elected Presi- 
dent, I desire in the first place, to as- 
sure you that the published report is 
true. In the second place, to ask your 
pardon for sending you this circular 
letter instead of a. personal reply. 
The 


almost countless number of commnnci- 
cations, similar to youra, that I have 
received from fifteen different states 
mates a personal reply impractable, 


twenty molSers in our 
have always voted the 


Republican ticket. 
This year we are 


all for Bryan and the restoration -of 
silver. 


Our reason for offering to increase 


wages in, case Bryan wins, is that we 
know that the success of onr business 
depends upon the prosperity of Amer- 
ica, and that the prosperity of America 
will only be brought about by the 
restoration of the silver dollar. Prior 
to 1873 the iron molders of the country 
received from 50 to 60 cents 
"on 


board." This means that for every 
dollar earned they received from 50 to 
GO cents additional. 
With the 
de- 


monetization of silver came a fall iu 
wages up to 1879, when molders re- 
ceived 25 cents "off board," or 75 
cents for every dollar earned. 


Tho Bland-Allison actfso stimulated 


business in the West that greater de- 


^ mau(l f°r tfle molders' product—in 
fact, for all manufactured products— 
was made. 
Business increased and 


wages went up. The Sherman purchas- 
ing act had a similar effect, but its 
repeal brought stagnation to the West, 
aud as a result many orders for manu- 
factured goods were countermanded. 
The Central City Stove works felt the 
effects of the repeal of this law, and I 
know whereof I speak. A higher tariff 
law than we now, have will not, in my 
opinion, restore prosperity but will re 
suit in breeding trusts.
